Wood Urges” Greater Revenues. 


In his message to the Legislature 
}Governor Géneral Wood declared: 

“It is especially $mportant that meas- 
ures be taken’ to encourage outside 
capital to invest in the Philippines, at 
the same .time regulating. its employ- 
ment in such a manner as to safeguard 
publit and private interests. We want 
to develop intelligently the natural re- 
sources, protecting for the getierations 
to come the rights of those resources 
which are the property of all the peo- 
ple, which should not be alienated by 
the sale of a perpetual franchise with- 
out gue payment of royalties to the 
Government.. On the other hand, these 
most valuable possessions should not 
be indefinitely unlocked. If we are to 
continue the progress of public works, 
health and education, the revenue 
must be increased. This can best be 
done bythe development of natural 
resources and: the encouragement of 
legitimate business enterprise. Eco- 


| nomic development must go_hand in 


hand with future progress. 

*“‘Withine the limits of the archipel- 
ago very large areas are in every way 
adapted for rubbér production. These 
are now covered by forests, jungles 
and — 8; giving small or no 
returns, elieye if industry is de- 
veloped and well handled the Philip- 
pines can produce enough rubber to 
fully supply their Wag demands and 
those of the: United States. Rubber, 
production will facilitate very greatly 
the economic dévélopment of the 
islands,. I am confident that Filipino 
laborers, if well treated: anda reason- 
ably well paid, can bé secured in suf- 
ficient ;numbers to work the. planta~ 
tions successfully and push the de- 
velopment of the industry. Once the 
details of producing rubber are under- 
stood, Filipino planters will be as suc- 
cessful in growing rubber as they are 
in growing copra, hemp and sugar. I 
recommend that legisjation ‘be enacted 
to permit and encourage the growing 
of rubber on a large scale.”’ 

General Wood recommended. legisla- 
tion, providing for more liberal voca- 
tional agricultural training; because 
future progress must go hand in hand 
with the development of agriculture 
and the development of.the National 
Bank into a bank ‘equipped to aid the 
development of agriculture.” 

Saying that interisland shipping rates 
“discourage . agricultural business de- 
velopment,’’. he asked for legislation to 
—— foreign firms engaged in the 

terisland trade to bring in new ships. 

He urged the employment of the 
“best expert: personnel available, re- 
gardless of nationality,” by theBureaus 
of Science, Agriculture and Forestry. 
“We have a wonderfully rich soil, vast 
natural resources needed for develop- 
ment by the best-scientific personnel.” 


Wood Recommends Radio Laws. 


He recommended legislation for the 
development of radio communication, 
Ao “greatly, facilitate the transaction 
of public and private business and tend 
to promote the use of a common lan- 
guage to improve communication.” 

The Governor General also advocated 
revision of the mining laws to ‘‘en- 
courage the development of great min- 
eral resources.” He advogted the 
abolition of the wharfage tax as ‘‘high- 
ly prejudicial to mining, commerce and 
agriculture,” and recommended more 
railroad’ building in open_agricultural 
districts.

ful, he recommended the “‘withdrawal 
of the Government from business” and 
urged “‘highly technical expert han- 
dling and a very rigid and careful, sys- 
tem of financing, especially in crop 
loans,” ‘of the Government to sugar 
centrals.

METHODISTS ASK WAR 
ON WET PROPAGANDA 


Social Service Parley Sees Con- 
certed Effort Against the 
Prohibition Laws. 


LAKE JUNALUSKA, N. C., July 16 
(#).—The nation is now confronted by 
a “highly organized, subtle, deter- 
mined and ‘reckless. effort to discredit 
national prohibition,” the Social Ser- 
vice Committee of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South found in its re- 
port to.thé annual ‘Social Service Con- 
ference which has just ended here, 

‘We do not give the least credence 
to the alleged reasons for the move- 
ment looking toward the weakening 
of the present temperance legislation,’’ 
the report said. ‘‘They are mere 


camouflage. The real motive is the 
restoration of the pre-prohibition orgy, 
of arunkenness, vice, political ‘corrup- 
tion and economic waste that are and 
always have.been inseparable with the 
uquor traffic. . 

**Were there any need for further de- 
nial of the claim that- national pro- 
hibition is a failure, these determined 
and costly efforts at repeal would be 
sufficient. The national prohibition 
legislation,. despite its, failure in the 
wet —* of New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania and a few other re- 
Lgiotis of large cities, has been a dis- 
tinguished success. 

“Nevertheless, we realize that the 
resistatice of the people will gradually 
be weakened by misrepresentation and 
that the tissue of falsehood fed to the 
people’ by the. organized propaganda 
must be met by truth. 

“There is need that the churches de- 
liver all the forces for prohibition and 

that civic and social organizations ac- 
t vely interest themselves. We. es- 
pecially commend the Woman's Chris- 
tian: Temperance Union and the Anti- 
Saloon League as agencies to which 
the people must rally for jenderahip in 
the fight. 

“We call on moral and Christian 
people everywhere to. register their 
convictions at the polls and to make 
sure that Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress be chosen on the 
basis of their trustworthiness in main- 
taining and extending the present en- 
forcement laws.’’ 

The .report ‘voiced the opinion that 
it is a Christian duty to promote the 
welfare of the negro...

LOSE RATE RISE PLEA

tion of the railroads precluding sharp 
reduction in rates on agricultural 
products. 


The Commission’s Conclusions. 


The conclusions reached by the Com- 
mission were as follows: 

“As to ex parte 87, it is quite clear 
from the evidence that, so far as the 
major portion of the Western: district 
is -concerned, no financial emergency 
exists. In this portion the carriers 
appear to be both financially and 
physically sound. In the Northwestern 
region and in Western trunk line ter- 
ritory the revenues of certain. of the 
important carriers have not. yielded 
5.75 per cent. upon any rate bases that 
can reasonably be adopted in advance 
of a finfl determination of pgesent 
“values for rate-making purposes. The 
least. favorable conditions. in the dis- 
trict, so far as carrier revenues are 
concerned, appear to exist in Western 
trunk line territory. It is, however, to 
be noted that both in the Northwestern 
region and in Western trunk line ter- 
ritory, as well,as in the Western dis- 
trict as a whole, conditions have re- 
cently shown an improving tendency. 

“It is clear upon’ the record that 
there are many inequalities in the rate 
structures existing in portions of the 
Western district which should be cor- 
rected. 

“It is the right and ‘the duty of the 
carriers to take the steps necessary to 
correct improper rate relations as they 
may be found to exist, and to ‘supply 
revenue deficiencies by initiating suit- 
able changes in rates. The first defi- 
nite proposal of. the carriers in this 
proceeding was. presented after the 
hearings began and was for a general 

per cent. increase: on freight with 
certain exceptions. ‘Later they sub- 
mitted a proposal for an upward re- 
vision of class rates in Western trunk 
— — which has not. yet been 

eard. 


Evidence of Need Lacking. 


“Not ‘pniy. did the carriers fail to 
present evidence with respect to the 
need for changes in individual rates 


between particular points or. on par- 
ticular classes of traffic, but, no State 
commission, shipper, security holder or 
other representative of the public, or 
of particular interests who, appeared, 
offered any feasible suggestions of this 
character. Even we wWesired to 
assume the responsibility of prescrib- 
ing” individual rate change with the 
object either of improving the earn- 
ings of carriers in the Northwest, or 
of rectifying internal relations in the 
rate ‘strictures, the Fag > record 
would not enable us to do so * any 
considerable extent. 

“The record, however, | warrants us 
in: . concluding = that ih, proposing 
changes in existing rate structures, 
either for the purpose of ‘improving 
earnings of carriers in Western trunk 
line territory or for the rectifying in- 
equalities in existing rate structures, 
carriers should propose no advances in 
the rates on p cts of agriculture,

“The earnings of carriers in the 
Western district, as a whole, haye not 
been such as to warrant. us on the rec- 
ord as it stands today in making any 
general downward revision of rates on 
products of agriculture or of other in- 
dustries subject to depression, 

“The record does, however, sent 
much information which bears directly 
on. the task imposed upon us by the 
resolution; and it is our purpose to 
attempt to obtain further information 
necessary to enable us to determine 
what, if any, readjustments should be 
made’ as ,between commodities or in 
furtherance of the rectification of the 
rate structuré as between cage: 
points and districts.’’ ‘ 


Several Hearings Held. 


Hearings were held .by the commis- 
sion in Chicago, Denver, San Fran- 
cisco, St. Paul, Dallas and Kansas 
City, and/a vast amount ot evideice 
was taken. The condition ‘of most of 
the railroads applying for the increase, 
with the possible exception of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and -one 
or two others, improved while the in- 
vestigation was ‘in progress. This 
probably was. the reason, as noted by 
the commission; why the carriers.jaid 
less stress on the claim of'a financial 
emergency which threatened insolv- 
ency unless the rates were —— as 
requested. . 

Counsel for a committee of railroad 
security holders, using valuation fig- 
ures so far arrived at, by the commis- 
sion, showed ah aggregate value for 
the Western district, as of Dec. 31, 
a of $8,207,000,000, divided. as fol- 
lows: Northwestern, $3,029,000,000; 
Central | Western, $3,667,000,000, and 
Southwestern, $1,511,000,000. The rate 
of return for 1925.0n these vatues was 
given as 4.02 per cent, for the North- 
western . region; 5.38 for the Central 
Western, and 6.29 for the South- 
‘western. 

“A representative of the Western 
State Commission,’’ the commission's 
decision declared, ‘‘maintained that the 
earnings of 1925, taken as a whole, un- 
derstated the present earning power 
because considerable improvement had 
taken place in the second half of the 
year, after ae for the usual sea- 
sonal increase. It may be noted as 
tending to substantiate this view, that 
the first quarter of 1926 shows some 
improvement over the same period in 
1925. However, in view of the uncer- 
tainties of the business, situation, we 
are inclined to: accept the results for 
the year 1925 as representing the net 
earning power: of Western roads for 
the purposes of this case.’’

Theatregoers Becoming Radio 
Fans—Male Population Regain- 
ing Its Pre-War Dominance.

,Meat statistics show how the stand- 
ard of living has diminished. Aifstrians 
have tightened their belts to-the point 
where they now consume only one- 
fifth of the amount of veal eaten in 
1913. . Even the favorite German deli- 
cacy, k, has lost two-thirds of its 
pre-war popularity, while eggs in the 
same aria have increased 44 per 
cent. 

While — are suffering a severe 
economic. crisis, the radio, . practically 
unknown ‘here in 1924, is booming now, 
one receiving set being listed for every 
ten inhabitants of Vienna. It is esti- 
mated that secret listeners-in equal the 
number of paying) sets. 

The radio, however, has not dimin- 
ithed Vienna’s love for attending con- 
certs. It has far — — the 
telephone, of which there ‘ig only one 
for every twenty-five Vi esé, but 
Austria remains in this respect far 
superior to England, France, Germany 
or Italy, ranking fifth in Europe. 

Vital statistics show 238,690 more 
Austrian women than men, but of 
these under 20 years there are 12,000 
more men than women, indicating that 
nature rapidly is diminishing the dis- 
proportion of sexes caused’ by the war. 

Illegitimacy has increased in Vienna 
2 per cent. over last year, numbering 
now one-fifth of the total births,

STORY OF THE BATTLE 
TOLD ROUND BY ROUND 


Detailed Description Shows How 
Delaney Oatfought Rival 
for World’s Title. 


Delaney was the first to enter the 
ring at Ebbets Field last night, clad 
j in -a. yiolet-colored bathrobe:. He re- 
ceived 9 great cheer. ‘ Berlenbach fol- 
lowed a few seconds later, wearing his 
rainbow-colored bathrobe and with a 
towel wrapped about ‘his head. Pete 
Riley, Delaney’s manager; Dock Casey, 
his trainer, and Scotty Monteith han- 
dled the challenger.

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FOREIGN TRADE. - 

If love laughs at locksmiths, so does 
trade at lawmakers. Interesting fig- 
ures concerning our foreign commerce’ 
have just been published by the De- 
partment of Commerce. They show 
that for the fiscal year énded on June 
30 imports into, the United States 
reached the greatest total ever known. 
Over the year. 1925 they increased no 
less. than $642,000,000. The result 
was to cut down-our so-called “ favor- 
able trade balance” by more than 
*$700,000,000. .Ajl ‘this has happened 
under a tariff law which was, above 
all things, to prevent: a flood of. im- 
ports. The Fordney-McCumber bill 
sought -to erect all sorts of dikes 
against this dangerous stream, but 
here it is flowing over them just as if 
they did not exist. 

Ingenious explanations are, of 
course, forthcoming. We are gravely 
referred again to the system of “ tri- 
angular operations.” Our exporters 
sell to England, France and Germany, 
but get their pay by way of India, .Ar- 
gentina and Brazil. It js pointed out, 
also, that the great rise in imports is 
largely of raw materials, which in 
turn are to enter into our manufac- 
tures, and then be im part re-exported. 
Doubtless this method is correctly 
enough established and traced, but it 
does not really obscure the simple eco- 
nomic fa@ts. 

These are that trade between na- 
tions, like trade between individuals, 
must be profitable to both parties to 
it, or it will cease to exist. Nations 
that sell must also buy. International 
payments on balance must be chiefly 
in the form of goods, not money. 
Theré is no doubt that the increase of 
our imports is ih part due to the loans 
which this country has been increas- 
ingly placing abroad.’ The borrowers 
have to find some way to pay the in- 
terest, and it is evident that. they do it 
by sales here, both direct and triangu- 
lar. There is, in reality, nothing tri- 
angular about the relations of the two 
sides of the international economic 
equation. . The balance between them 
has to run along straight lines of 
thought and trade which no tinkering 
by high tariff lawmakers can long or 
effectively alter or deflect.

This Rink seg of 
branch banking, is preferred by ultra 
‘Americans to authorized branch bank- 
ing as known in more financially ad- 
vanced nations.. The House advocates 
of unit or neighborhood banks refused 
to authorize national ‘branch banking 
in States which may hereafter author- 
ize it, but now forbid it, The series of 
unit and chain bank, failures raises 
the question whether the country will 
agree with the House or the Senate 
on the banking amendments of the last 
session.

CANADA’S ECONOMIC OUTLOOK. 

In the jopinion of R. E. Freeman, 
Professor of Economics in the Uni- 
yersity of Western Ontario, Canada 
stands “at the dawn of a new era, 
“the reason being the change in the 
“relative positions of Canada and -the 
“United States with regard to agri- 
“culture.” The Canadians, who have 
seen their people crossing the iine to 
better themselves, need the encourage- 
ment which is to be found in Professor 
FREEMAN’S assurance that the great 
resources of ‘their country are. soon to. 
know a steady development. “ Amer- 
ican agriculture,” he says in The 
Canadian Magazine, “is being. forced 
“to yield before the superiority of the 
“Canadian.” The profit from grain 
growing in the Western United States 
has shown a marked! decline of tate 
years. In the period after the Civil 
War lands were cheap in the American 
grain States. American farmers eas- 
ily undersold Europe in its own mar- 
ket, although there were lean years 
and hard times here. 

When the growth of population 
forced up the prices of lands*and of 
rentals there was another story.. More 
and more the American farmer has 
called upon the Government to help 
him ‘to sell his crops and to give him 
financial rellef,. Speculating made farm 
lands dear. “The American: wheat 
farmer,” says’ Professor FREEMAN, 
“ will have to direct his energies to the 

“production. of something else that 
“ brings a higher yield; and the United 
“ States will presently be compelled to 
“import Canadian wheat.” American 
farmers: themselves have seen what 
was coming in the prairie States, 
Learning that wheat lands in Western 
Canada were not only relatively 
cheaper but far richer than their own 
farms of/ many crops, thoy. have 
crossed the bordér by thousands to 
settle in Alberta. Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, 

The agricultural wealth of Canada 
cannot be checked by American com- 
petition, and the same is true of the 
development of Canadian mineral re- 
sources: “Enough is known of the 
main geological features,”” says Pro- 
fessor Freeman, “to show that Can- 
“ada offers the largest and most 
“promising, extent of unprospected 
“mineral-bearing land in the world.”

TRANSIT FACTS AND POLICIES. 
In formulating a -reply to Control- 

ler BERRY's searching questions about 
the city’s transit problems, present 
and tuture, Mayor WALKER “is at a 
disadvantage as compared with his dis- 
tinguishea predecessor. He cannot 
explain everything” ‘and solve every- 
thing .by invoking the Plunderbund.

5-cent fare is prescribed for the first 
three years orlly. To bp syre, the new 
lines are being built at much greater 
initial cost than the existing lines, 
Nevertheless, the principle contended 
for by: Controller Berry is recognized. 
Ultimately rapid transit must pay for 
itself. 

Mayor WaLkKErR has announced that 
‘the 5-cent fare is ‘here to stay, but 
he cannot yet be. said to have com- 
mitted himself to the policy of paying 
for rapid transit out of taxation. He 
May be hoping for something to turn 
up. The Interborough has managed 
for a number of years to stave off;

subways should carry. Congestion 
plus taxation—has kept the,5-cent fare 
going till now, and the compressibility 
of the New York subway passenger 
may not yet have. attained its 
maximum.

Yet some day, and not in 
the, very remote future, one will have 
to be announced and a wise Adminis- 
tration will not neglect to educate 
public opinion in advance. 

At present the people of New York 
prefer to pay part of their fares more 
or less invisibly in the form of taxa- 
tion. Some day, when the invisible 
tax threatens to become as heavy hs 
the visible nickeliin the turnstile, pub- 
lic opinion may change, The facts 
for, public judgment are’ not to be 
supplied merely by a technical engi- 
neering inquiry into the. feasibility of 
the 5-cent fare. A really illuminating 
inguiry would be one which took up 
the question of taxes and of house 
rents as conditioned by such taxes. 
‘Such an investigation might show 
that the public pays as much to the 
landlord as it would be asked to pay 
under a system of self-sustaining 
rapid transit.

As one of the 
earliest discoverers of the so- called 
Yellow Peril the ex-Kaiser will seé in 
this meeting a further evidence of the 
danger that awaits Europe and Amer- 
ica from an awakened Asia.

As a matter of fact, there is — 
even less likelihood of the success of 
any pan-Asiatic movement having as 
its aim the. solidification of the colored 
races against the White than there ts 
of @ pan-European movement result- 
ing in the creation of the United States 
of Burope. The latter has at least 
the advantage of having supporters in 
many. nations and of striving’ to unite 
peoples who, -while speaking different 
languages, share a civilization and 
religion that have a common origin. 
Asia, on the other hand, is torn, by 
bitter- religious, .cultural and tribal 
animosities as well as by widely dif- 
fering civilizations having the force of 
long tradition, with language barriers 
greater. by far than those of Europe. 

Americans ‘too often make the mis- 
take of thinking of Europe and of Asia 
as separate entit{es, just as they think 
of “America” as the United States. 
‘They forget that these geographical 
designations embrace inhumcrable dif 
ferences and hostilities, some of which 
are and long have been great. The 
scorn of the Chinese for all foreigners,. 
for example, has long accustomed 
these people to look upon the Japanese 


with acute distaste as.a former tribu-| 
tary.race who have had the impudence |. 
to consider themselves superior to |. 


their former lords and masters. In 
China itself the gulf between North 
and South is 4 yawning one. The 
Philippines are inhabited by the de- 
scendants of various racial stocks 
speaking many different © dialects. 
Their nearest kin are the ‘Malays of 
the Indies rather than the peoples of 


Asia.» The Siamese and the peoples of: 


Indo-China have -no- love. for the 
Burmese; and though the latter recog- 
nize. a eertain cultural kinship with 


some of the races of India, there is‘no. 


feeling of solidarity among them. In 
India itself the, differences of race, 
language and caste are great. Religion 
divides the Moros from. the Christian- 
ized Filipinos. At the same time it is

Too Much Credit for Jefferson. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In an article on page 16 of Section 8 of THs 
Times of Sunday, July, 4, Mr, Jefferson is -re- 
ferred to as “the man who was the author of 
the. Declaration of Independence, who had a 
éommanding part in making the Constitution, 
who wrote the Virginia Bill of Rights.” 

Let me call’ attention to the fact that as 
great a man as Mr, Jefferson was he is not 
entitled to cradit for the authorship of the 
Virginia Bill of Rights, as that —— to 
George Mason. 

If § remember rightly, Mr. Jefferson was 
abroad\as Minister to France at the time of 
the Constitutional Convention, and — 
it, certainly until after Virginia had acted on 
the Constitution. His influence was undoubt- 
edly felt in the Virginia convention—that in- 
ftuerlce being cast with Patrick Henry against 
the ratification of the Constitution as against 
Washington and Madison in favor of it. His 
position was, I believé, chiefly based upon 
the absence from the Constitution of the very 
matters which had been previously included 
by Mason in-the Virginia Bill of Rights, and 
his influence in the convention was largely 
the’ cause of the proposal by that convention 
of the first ten amendments to the Consti- 
tution, which were chiefly designed to meet 
most of the objections which he and his 
friends ‘had urged; but it was Mason, and ‘not 
Jefferson, who was the original author of 
that Bill of Rights.

Jersey City Man Is Upheld in 
Court of Appeals—Gets Cash 
and Shashta Company Stock. 


Confirmation of a judgment award- 
ing him $1,325,000 in stock of.. the 
Shashta May Blossom Copper Mining 
Company and $104,957.52 in,cash was 
received yesterday by Floyd Ramsay 
of 590 Communipaw Avenue, Jersey 
City, in & formal notice from the clerk 
of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Philadélphia. The judg- 
ment was obtained against Charles W. 
Gammon of New ‘York from Judge 
Bodine in the Federal Court at Tren- 
ton, N. J., in 1923.

The Canadian crop is forecast, on the

The twelve countries. reported on 
produced 56.4 per: cent. of the total 
world crop last year, exclusive of Rus- 
sia and China. - 

The Canadian crop is forecast on the 
basis of conditions existing on July 1, 
at 348,626,000 bushels. This is con- 
siderably below last year’s high pro- 


duction, estimated at 411,376,000 bush- |’ 


els, but above the average for the 
past ten years. 

Other Canadian grains also show de- 
creases from last year’s estimates. 
Rye production is —— at 11,762,000 
bushels, compared with 13,689,000; 
barley, 100,624 <8 compared with 112,- 
668,000, and oats, 458,840,000, compared

SOVIET HOME DEBT GROWS. 


Rises to.$300,000,000 In Four Years 
—lInterest Is Nearly 10 Per Cent.

MOSCOW, July 16.—It has been gen- 
erally believed abroad that Russia’s 
internal debt was abolished by the 


Bolshevist revolution. But in point of 
fact the Soviet Government in the 
past four years has borrowed 589,- 
000,000 gold rubles—upward of $300,- 
000,000 at the present rate of exchange 
—from its own subjects, upon which 
it pays an annual total interest of 
55,575,000 rubles. 

These loans are seven in number, 
bearing annual interest from to 17 
percent., including 5 per cent. for a! 
lottery. e 

There is also an issue of short-term 
treasury notes at 6 per cent.; amount- 
ing to 90,000,000 rubles. 

The earlier of these loans were 
#‘forced’’—that is, the taxpayers were 
allotted a certain quota which they 
could not refuse. Nevertheless, they 
now stand around par. 

Although the total interest payment 
averages nearly 10 per cent. on what 
in many cases are tax-free securities, 
interest rates generally are still so 
high in Russia that the additional 
chances of a lottery prize are neces- 
sary to attract investors.

After loans of 
$3,965 by Cohen had been repaid with 
interest, the defendants said, the 
plaintiffs returned 25 per cent. of the 
stock but retained the other 15 per 
cent., although they hdd no right to 
it.

AMERICANS PROTEST 
PACIFIC PRESS RATES 


Correspondents in Tokio Join in 
Complaint of Non-Cooperation 
by Japanese Government.

TOKIO, July 16.—The American cor- 
respondents combined to plead for 
cheaper transpacific press rates today 
when they were guests of the Pan- 
Pacific Club, of which Viscount

ment attacked by Roderick Matheson, 


representative of the Japan-American 
Publishers’ Committee, on cable and 
radio communications, who gave a 
history of the attempts to obtain 
Japan’s» cooperation for a cheaper 
rate. Mr. Matheson challenged. the 
cluh, whose purpose is fostering bet- 
ter relations, “‘to quit talking and do 
something concrete by using its influ- 
ence to secure Japan’s cooperation.” 

“Early in ~1919 the United States 
Navy offered to cooperate with the 
Japanese Navy in the exchange of 
press messages.at 9 cents a word, but 
Japan refused on the ground that it 
was’improper for the navies to do 
business together,’’ said Mr. Mathsson. 

‘In 1922 a petition was presented by 
prominent Japanese journalists to the 
Government for internaval cooperation, 
again to be refused. Subsequently 
various Pan-Pacific gatherings of the 
Japanese have advocated lower rates, 
hut the Government has remained ob- 
durate. 

“The American committee offered to 
build a short wave radio station on 
the Pacific Coast similar to one in 
Nova Scotia if the Japanese naval 
radio stations would exchange mes- 
sages. This was refused. The Ameri- 
can papers suggested that the Japa- 
nese papers build a station, offering 
to lend the money for the expense, but 
Japan refused a permit 

“The- Japanese papers. offered to 
build a‘station and give it to the Gov- 
ernment free and pay the charges for 
press messages, which project,: despite 
repeated appeals to the Government, 
was not approved. 

“This last project would relieve the 
alleged pressure on the present cable 
and radio facilities, giving to the Gov- 
ernment an income without expendf- 
ture. Therefore it is incomprehensible 
why it has not been accepted.”

Gains for June and Early July.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Favorable 
conditions in the business and com- 
mercial world during the second week 


of July were reflected in the weekly 
situation report issued by the Depart- 
ment-of Cammerce today. 

The dollar volume of trade during 
the second wéek, as seen from check 
payments, was larger than in the 
previous week or the same week of last 
year. Car loadings during the first 
week were larger than in either the 
previous: week or the corresponding 
week of 1925. The volume of buil 
contracts awarded during the secon 
week of the month was larger than 
a year ago, while the output of bitu- 
minous coal, beehive coke and lumber 
in the first week of July, although 
larger than a year ago, was smaller 
than during the preceding week. 

‘*Wholesale prices,"* the department 
pointed out, ‘‘averaged higher than in 
the first week of the month, but were 
still substantially below the level of a 
year ago. Loans and discount’ of Fed- 
eral Reserves member. banks 
end of the second week, although 
larger than a year ago, was smaller 
than at the end of the previous week. 
Call money rates were easier than in 
the previous week, but higher than 4 
year ago, while time money rates re- 
corded an advance over the proceeding 
week.

GREEK SEEKS ELGIN STONES 


Archaeologist Asks Return of Mar- 
bles in British Museum. 


ATHENS, July 16 (4).—Restoration to 
Greecé of the famous Elgin marbles 
which were carried to England by Lord 
Elgin at the beginning of the last cen- 
tury and are now in the British Mu- 
seum in London, is sought by Alexan- 
der Philadelpheus, the Greek archaeol- 
ogist. He is now conducting a vigor- 
ous campaign to have the valuable; 
pieces. returned to the Erechtheion on’ 
the Acropolis. 

Lord Byron once called down the’ 
curse of Minerva, upon the head of 
Lord Elgin for ng the marbles. Mr. 
Philadelpheus is eager at least that 
the missing Caryatid and the. corner 
column of Justice of Erechtheion shall 
be returned, both as an act of fairness 
and an architectural necessity. In case 
of an earthquake, such as shook 
Athens in 1894, he says, the temple 
might fall unless these marbles are 
restored. 

Athens was in the hands of the Turks 
when Lord Elgin took the marbles and 
the Turks cared nothing for Greek an- 
tiquities. But the’Greek republic is 
anxious to recover all. its artistic 
heritage.
